HISTORY DOES NOT TELL WHEN 


HE WAS BORN. 


Power of Metropolitan Politics Passes 


Away After Six Mouths’ 


Illness. 


New York, Dec. 24.—Timothy P. 
Sullivan, 
the 
“‘little 
Tim” 
of 
the 
Bowery and a power in metropolitan 
politics is dead. „He had been in ill 
health for more 
than six months. 
Death resulted from Bright’s disease 
and inflame ion of the heart. 
Just when ‘"Little Tim” was born, 
history does not record, but he died 
in early middle life, worn out, say 
his 
friends, 
by 
overwork. At 
the 
time of his death he was chairman 
of the finance committee of the iNoard 
of aldermen. 
'Always active In politic.:, he had 
at one time or ano her been a member 
of the state legislature, and acting 
mayor of the city. “ Big Tim,” Tim­ 
othy D. Sullivan, the state senator, 
is now the only one of the famous 
Sullivans left. 
“•Liable Tim,” when he firs: start d 
to work, a mereboy, ran copy for 
the newspaper men from the Tombs 
police court to their offices. Later 
he went into partnership with “Big 
Tim” in a saloon. 
Both had the genius for politics 
and also shrewd business heads. Both 
made money and yet kept 
heir fol­ 
lowing cf less prosperous days. 
In 
tlmates say that Little Tim was the 
brains of the clan SarHivan, a n i that 
he -financed many of his better known 
cousin’s successful ventures. 
Little Tim ’s funeral will be held 
Friday morning and the pall bearers 
will 
include 
politicians 
grea;

small from the greater city.

Tim 
never 
drank 
intoxi­ 
cants 
nor 
smoked. -Hi3 
refraining 
from 
liquor, 
he explained 
tersely, 
with the declaration that “a boozer 
can never succeed.” At a dinner in 
his honor last year at the Ho el 
Knickerbocker, for which his admir­ 
ers subscribed $100 a plate, he re­ 
fused to break his rule of temperance.

Fire also began to gain headway, 
and it is not expected that the bod­ 
ies can be recovered before tomor­ 
row. Tonight all efforts are 'being di­ 
rected toward 
fighting the 
flames. 
Conditions are such that It is hoped 
they will be confined to the two en­ 
trances affected toy the explosion.
